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Gear Makers Hear Dukes 


Tell of New Experiments 


By K. H. LANSING 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—Gear 

manufacturers at the final 
general session of the American 

Gear Manufacturers’ Association 
at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel 
listened to a techinal paper by 
Emil Dukes of Gears & Forgings, 
Inc., on experimentation to arrive 
at some reliable method of calcu- 
lating worm gearing, which will 
be of scientific value, in contrast 
te the present method in use, 
which he characterized as “rather 
vague.” 

The speaker said that the prob- 
lem confronting those undertaking 
this work is great and that it will 
require a vast amount of experi- 
mentation conducted with various 
worm gears and probably will ex- 
tend over a period of six to twelve 
months. The experimentation is 
being conducted at the mechanical 
laboYatory of the Case School of 
Applied Science in Cleveland, O 
The speaker showed illuminated 
Blides, illustrative of the work 

The subject of Mr. Dukes’ discus- 
Sion was “Load and Speed Condi- 
tions of Worm Gear Drives.” At 
the outset he stated that load, per 
Square inch of the projected area of 
One tooth, is calculated and this, 
multiplied by the pitch velocity 
the worm, gives a factor called “pv.” 
The value of the factor, he ex- 
plained, determines whether a cer- 
tain set of worm-and-gear will be 
acceptable to the work under ques- 
tion, but that it is now left to the 


experience and judgment of the de- | 


Signing engineer what value “pv” 
will be acceptable in an individual 
case. 

“This method,” asserted Mr. 
Dukes, “obviously is not scientific 
and does not correspond with the 
facts. The value of ‘p’ pressure per 
Square inch of projected area, while 
proportionate, to some extent, to 
the actual bearing area which is a 
Secondary curve resembling the 
ellipse, does not take into consid- 
eration the number of teeth in the 
gear. 

“The larger the number of teeth 
in the gear for the same pitch, 
the larger is the bearing area 

produced by the elasiic deforma- 
tion of material under the load. 
All calculations will have to be 
based on this actual bearing area. 
Instead of ‘p’ equals tooth load 
divided by area, this ‘p’ will have 
to be figured as the maximum 
specific pressure existing between 
two cylinders in contact under 
pressure.” 

Mr. Dukes explained in detail the 
numerous types of apparatus used 
in the laboratory tests and how 
these teSts were made. In conclu- 
sion, he said:— 

“In each Case
